!NE\V YORK, November 2.— Rain.which 


waa general over the at ate, bad tbe effect 
of keeping back a great many of the 
country votes all over the state. Tho 
result ia apparent in the reduced major- 
ities given in conceded!? Kepublican 
districts to William J. Wallace, the Re- 
publican nominee for chief justice of the 
court of appeals, as compared with the 
ploraliliea by which the same districts 
were carried last year. In many dia- 
trletB the. pluralities of a year ago were 
reduced nearly one-half, and in tha few 
that have been reported the falling off 
is leea th«n 2$ per cent. Conceding to 
Judge Parker, Democrat, a majority of 
100..000 in Greater New York, it ia prob- 
able that he hag won in the atate. Tha 
retorna for assemblymen are entirely 
lacking in tbe Greater .New York dis- 
trict, owing to the large Dumber of can- 
didates whose votes must be countad 
before 
the • assembly nominees are 


reached, and tha result a here will prob- 
ably not be known. 


Outside of greater New York, with 


thirteen districts to be heard from, dis- 
patches to the Associated Press show 
the election of sixty-one Republicans 
and seventeen Doinocrata. This, it ia 
believed, insures Republican control of 
the assembly whatever may be the re- 
sult in greater New York districts. At 
11 o'clock Republican State Chairman 
Hackett declares that from dispatches 
received from assembly districts over 
i,ho oiate the Republicans had a working 
majority in the aaaembly. 


NEW YORK, November2. — Tammany's 


•victory in the first municipal election in 
Greater New York is a sweeping one. 
The only question remaining to be set- 
tled at 11 o'clock ia the plurality by 
which tbe entire ticket, headed by Rob- 
ert A. Van Wyck, has carried the gigan- 
tic municipality. 


On the city ticket with Jujga Van 


Wyck, Byrd S, Coles is elected comp- 
troller and Randolph Guggenheim pres- 
ident of the municipal council. Charles 
S. Fairchild, who waa secretary of the 
treasury during Cleveland's firat presi- 
dential term, and whom the Oitizana' 
Union put up for comptroller, did not 
hold the p?,cft with Mr. Low. Ashbell 
Fitch, originally a Republican and after- 
wards a Democratic member of con- 
greaa from a Tammany district of this 
city, waa the Republican nominee for 
comptroller. Ho IB defeated by about 
the asms vote ai tbe head of his ticket. 
He was nominated with General Tracy 
in recognition of the services rendered 
in the presidential campaign last year, 
fighting as a gold standard Democrat 
against tbe Democrats who had accepted 
the 16 to 1 plat'orm, of the Chicago con- 1 
vention.

The tremendous majority 


hich last year elected Governor Wol* 
;t fell considerably whil» Gaorge Fred 
illiauis, t'je Democratic leader, also 
itered, but not nearly ae much. Last 
ar the Republicans, after a vigorous 
mpaign on national iaauae, rolled up a 


vote of 258,000, but euch was tbe lack of 
interest this year that tbe vote foil to 
164,000. a plurality of 85,000 over Wil- 
liams. 
The Damocrats, pursuing a 


more vigorous courae, received 79.0CO 
votes, as compared with 103,000 last 
year. 


There will be four less Republicans in 


the next house than in 1897. As the 
Republican majority will be about 138, 
the few defeats will make no difference. 
The senate will remain unchanged, 34 
Republicans and G Democrats. 


There was one congressional contest,

BOSTON, Mass, November 2.— The sec- 


ond time in two years this city, ordin- 
arily strongly Democratic, gave a sub- 
stantial majority to Roger Wolcott, the !

however, a decided falling off in the 
vote for both candidates and Mr. Wol- 
cott Buffered more tban Williams. With 
a lead of 17,000 over hie opponent last 
year, the governor this voar had a triflle 
over 5500 in a total vote of about 53.000.

ury before Lord Bramwell, at the trial 
n 1877, in connection with the'liquida- 
:ion. 


Sir Gaorge Lewis, on t:bftlf of the

on the ground that the allegations were 
lothinu more than a frivolous and veia- 
ioua tissue of nonsonce, and he aub- 
raitted an affidavit to that effect.

Olatchy. Itwas James McClatchy who, 
while managing editor of the San Fran- 
cisco Times, tr ^k Henry George from 
the case, and gave him his first oppor- 
tunity in journalism; It WBR James Mc- 
Clalchy who instilled into flenryGeorce 
those principles antagonistic to land 
monopolv, which George subsequently 
embodied in "Progress aod Poverty;" it 
was George who insisted tl,at James 
McOlatchy should write that work, ae 
McClatchy was the Mentor while George 
waa but tbe Telemachns; hot it was 
James McOlatchy who, knowing the 
genine latent in George which only 
awaited an opportunity to spring forth 
full-armed for an intellectual contest, 
kept pegging away at George until the 
latter commenced and finished hia great 
work. 


And the result has shown that the 


master had not over-eatimated the won- 
derful powers of hie disciple. 


It was the pride of James McClatchy'a 


last years—he lived but four years after 
the publication of "Progress and Pov- 
erty"—to know that he bad been in- 
strumental in giving that work to the 
world—for not only had he suggested 
and Instilled all the eeeds of it into 
George, but, chapter bychapter.it had 
been given to the old editor for his coun- 
sel and advice, long before itreached the 
public. 


And now they are both dead, Mentor 


and TelemxchuB. master and disciple. 


They died, rine with honors, and with 


the undoubted respfrrt of the world 
which knew tbem. Each died in full 
harness, while still battling for the 
right, as God had given him to see the 
rlirht.

EDITOR HEPDBLICAN" ; — The second crop, 


such as it ie, and all the later pickings 
of the first crop of raisins are at present 
OD the trays, requiring from two to three 
weeks of fair weather, with the Eun at 
its present angle to save them. Every 
drybouse in tho country is naid to bo en- 
gaged to ita full capacity. It is some 
years since we have had a real wet 
iiutumn. By the -way this season baa 
began we have every indication of early 
rains and plenty of them. 


With ^5 per cent of the crop thus :i 


jeopardy it behooves the grower to look 
sharp or he will have more pig feed than 
he knows what to do with, to say noth- 
ing of the effect upon the year's supply 
in connection with tho already abort 
crop, as understood by the best judges 
among the raisin men. Another rain 
like the last, and mildew aud rot, will 
finish up the business. The only safe- 
guard appears to he protection from the 
damp air tbat comes with the storm and 
brecde mildew and decay. 
Perfect 


dryers cannot bo built in a day, even if 
the funds and material were at hand. 
Protection from the weather can be had, 
however, at a very low figure, if one ia 
quite sum bow to go to work about it. 


To carry 
partly cured grapes or 


raisins it requires plenty of dry air — not 
necessarily hot air, but air that will ab- 
sorb moisture rather than give humid- 
ity to whatever it comes in contact with. 
This air must be changed frequently or 
it will breed funeua growths upon tbe 
atema and fruit. Every owner of vines 
should have :n the center of bis plat a 
a shed in wniub to store his trays. Why 
not make it at once so as to have it 
ready to move in his crop, upon the first 
indications of a storm. Make it with 
loose boards or cloth curtains, to close 
in the exposed sides so aa to keep out 
the wet weather and let in the dry 
when it is to be had. Those who bave 
had any experience in storing their 
trays of raisins in a barn or closed room 
will understand how easy it ia to carry 
a moist raisin when you are not in a 
hurry to diapoee of it. 


Ten years1 experience with different 


BVEtema of drying has given the writer 
positive ideas of how thia ehed should 
be arranged to got the most good from 
it. There may be some one who baa 
had actual experience with cold drying 
who can improve upon some of the 
above details, in which ease he ought To 
give his views to the growers, who may 
think kindly of this plan to help them.

The name of the 
honored veteran ia James Halbert, and 
he haa been a member ol tbe Volunteers 
for a year past. 


He lost an arm iu winning hia dis- 


tinction, but the prido in hia uood eerv- 
ice for the country overcomes his regret 
for the loss of the limh. It was at the 
Battle of the WilderusBS where Halhert 
distinguished himself. He was only a 
boy when the war broke out, but he waa 
one ol the first to enlist. He joined tho 
cavalry and was attached to the army nf 
the Potomac. 


The young man was at tho front in tbe 


memorable Battle of the Wilderness, 
and during the thickest of the fight the 
lines ol the oppoaing hosts were not 
cloaely observed. As a result a squad of 
cavalry, in which Hnlbert was one, 
found itaelt in the midst o£ the enemy. 
Tbe • Southerners at first thought the 
cavalrymen belonged to their army, aa 
it waa not infrequent to see Confederate 
soldiers in uniforms of the Northerners. 


The Union cavalrymen Boon realised 


their dangerous position, however, and 
that it- would not lie long till the Confed- 
erates found out who they were. They 
therefore resolved to turn back and flee 
for their liveu. But yonng Halbert would 
not return empty handed. With youth- 
ful recklessness ho rodo up to a oonfeil- 
erate sUiidard-bearer and snatched tbe 
flag from his graep. Ualbert raised tho 
flag and continued on at break-neck

After getting beyond the bound 
ariee of the grain ranches, the country ii 
all open and there ia a good deal o 
stock raising on a email scale.

Snake river, the nearest stream of an; 
consequence. Grab creek, about twent; 
milea north, and Cow creek, about ten 
miles east, furnish a limited supply o 
water, but of courae the range in thei 
vicinity ia fed down early in the season 
and the stockmen have to take to the 
back country and report to the "coulee" 
and tbe pump-handle for their water 
supply.

RETRIBUTIVE JUSTICE. 


A Highwayman Fatally "Wounds 


His Companion. 


AURORA, 111., October 30.— A remarka- 


ble doable tragedy has taken place 
here. Peter Braun and his brother 
Harry conduct a small crocery on the 
outskirts of Aurora. The store is in the 
same yard as their dwelling. Between 
the two buildings stands a lilac bush. 
At 10 o'clock last night tbe Braun 
brothers closed their store and started 
for tbe house. As they paeeed the lilac 
bush two masked men confronted them 
with drawn revolvers. Peter, the elder 
brother, attacked one robber and was 
greeted by four pistol shots. 


Every bullet hit, and the grocer fell 


dead almoat upon nis own doorsteps. 
Harry Braun fled from the robbers. The 
man who did the shooting saw a figure 
in the darkness and gave it a abot which 
penetrated the brain of the human 
target. But the robber had made a ter- 
rible mistake, for the second man proved 
to be his follow highwayman. The 
murderer went to the home of Jacob 
Rink, half a mile distant, where he stole 
a horse and wagon. The rig waa found 
«t Batavia, seven miles away, with two 
revolvers on tne aeat. No further trace 
of the murderer rewards the eftorte of 
the police.

CHICAGO, November 1.— Wheat had to 


encounter a great number of dfflcourage- 
meots to begin with, and they were 
added to by one other - extremely bear- 
ish feature that developed during the

throughout Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky. There were very 
heavy receipts of wheat in the North- 
west, lower quotations from Liverpool, 
the world's shipments for the week 
were heavier than expected and there 
was further increase in the amount on 
coean passage. That waa a formidable 
array of opposing forces for the balls to 
stand up against, and consequently the 
opening of tbe day's proceedings was a 
decline of I rent per bushel. Decem- 
ber ranged from C3%c to 97c at the 
opening, with a few sales Immediately 
after at 96%c. Offerings were not so 
heavy as expected and for this reason 
a slow recovery to 9?Kc enaaed, which 
was the highest point of the day.
